11. QUESTION: What is the cost ot filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory tiling fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification ot 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica- 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes. provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer s proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consoHdated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes. publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of ^ each five 
year period if there has been any "change m 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to^ the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the SV 2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Coc^, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
on fhft fnrms for identification or informa- 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1. 1971. 


2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30. 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 


5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

California has been ex¬ 
perimenting with a passei of 
now rehabilitvation programs. 
One of these is the work 
furlough concept. This is 
where a felon who is within 
six months of release is put 
into a minimum security 
setting where he works ir 
the community during tlie 
day and sleeps in the se¬ 
curity facility at night. The 
object is to place him back 
into th.e comm.unity lender 
controlled conditions. The 
felon is on his honor, so to 
speak. 

Tho Don Lugo Center at 
the Chino Correctional Faci¬ 
lity ((minimum prison) was 
such an experi m e r t. It 
wasn’t long before murders, 
robberies, narcotic violations, 
etc., were being attributed to 
the “students” at Don Lugo, 
it only took eleven short 
months before tho Attorney 
Gemeral’s office was asked to 
investigate. Aware of the 
desire to integrate the fa¬ 
cility with the women’s pri¬ 
son at Corona, California, 
our office took steps to in¬ 
stigate this investigation In 
order to stop this tragic ex-^ 
perimcntal failure befo r e 
more damage was done. 

During the time that Don 
Lugo was in existence, the 
inmates brought niarcotics, 
clangorous drugs and liquor 
in the center, and freely in¬ 
dulged in their luse. There 
were three confirmed inci¬ 
dents v;ihere Inmates were in 
possession of handguns on 
the grounds. The inmates 
wrote and signed their own 
passes and f.urloughs. $7,512 
in state funds is missing as 
inmates were allowed ac¬ 
cess to cash., files and founds. 

On thousand dollars of 
that money can be directly 
traced to embezzlement by a 
five-time loser for forgery, 
who was in charge of the 
state and inmate funds at 


and finances. 

“High on trust, low on 
fear.” 

There was no staff per¬ 
sonnel supervision from 1 
a.m. until 5 a.m. Prostitutes 
were brought into the camp 
by the inmates to share their 
quarters. Food was stolon 
from the kitchen and sold . . 

. . and these are just part of 
the sins committed in Don 
Lugo during the ele v e n 
montlis it was open, where 
.supposedly inmates at the 
end* of their sentences were* 
being prepared for integra¬ 
tion into the outside world. 

The Orange City Police 
Department reported bur* 
glarization and arson with a 
loss of $250,boo by two Don 
Lugo inmates . . . .shortly 
after which the same two in¬ 
mates s^h.ot and killed a man 
while attempting to rob 
him and his wife. The Pom¬ 
ona Police Department re¬ 
ported Don Lugo inmmatos 
had committed three armed 
robberies, eleven burglanes 
and eight narcotic law vio¬ 
lations. And that’s just a 
small part of the record oi 
“integration into the com¬ 
munity” by the inmates. 

When it was eventually 
closed, investigating officers 
found inmates from one of 
the other correctional Insti¬ 
tutions in the area chiscliung 
off the mosaic face of the 
concrete name marker in

ing light as a tragic and 
terrible reminder of what 
can and has happened be¬ 
cause of this philosophy. 

Let us not cancel half a 
line of the mistakes made 
there.

The threat of instant destruction of life and property 
that hangs over 72 million Americans who live in areas 
where a major earthquake could strike at any moment 
could be greatly reduced by three bills introduced Thurs¬ 
day, April 5 in Washington, D.C. 

The bills would: 

(1) Establish a five-year seismic project along Cali¬ 
fornia’s San Andreas Fault and major arteries that run 
into Nevada. Scientists are studying this fault because it 
is the most active U.S. fault. They hope the study will give 
them the know-how to predict the time of an earthquake 
anywhere in the U.S. within three days and the location 
within a 20-mile radius of the main shock. That would 
allow local officials to turn off gas and electricity, lower 
water levels in dams, and evacuate potentially dangerous 
structures. 

(2) Launch the federal government on a earthquake 
engineering research program to make buildings, bridges 
and dams better able to withstand major earthquakes. 

(3) Contains similar elements of both the preceding 
bills and also would expand federal efforts to map faults 
and identify hazards where earthquakes are most likely 
to occur. Rollings is co-sponsoring Cranston’s bills and 
Cranston is co-sponsoring Rollings’ bill. 

Rollings, chairman of the Commerce Oceans and At¬ 
mosphere Subcommitte where the three bills will be re¬ 
ferred, said he plans to combine the strongest elements 
of each measure into a comprehensive Hollings-Cranston 
Earthquake Act. 

Rearings on the bills have been scheduled in Los An¬ 
geles on April 26 and in San Francisco April 27. All three 
bills were initially introduced in the last session of Con¬ 
gress. 

“Every state in the Union has suffered earthquake 
damage,” Cranston said, “and 35 per cent of our population 
— some 72 million people including all 21 million Cali¬ 
fornians — live in areas where a major earthquake could 
strike at any moment. One of the worst U.S. quakes on 
record,” he noted, “was near New Madrid, Mo., where 
strong shaking occurred for a one-year period in 1811- 
1812.” 

‘If another major earthquake were to strike San Fran¬ 
cisco. which is almost inevitable,’’ Cranston continued, 
“100,000 deaths and injuries could result. Property dam¬ 
age would be astronomical. Like Managua, Nicaragua, it 
might be necessary to bulldoze San Francisco and start 
over again.” 

Cranston noted that the moderate San Fernando earth¬ 
quake of February 9, 1971, killed 64 people and caused 
more than $500 million in damage. If the shaking had 
lasted two seconds longer, Cranston said, the Van Norman 
Dam in the San Fernando Valley would have collapsed 
released 3.6 billion gallons of water over an area where 
SO.CKX) Californians live. 

Cranston’s earthquake prediction bill would authorize 
$12 million annually over five years for use by the U.S. 
Geological Survey. It would provide for equipment, re¬ 
search and development, and deployment of a series of 
monitoring stations along the San Andreas Fault that 
slices 600 miles through the heart of the state from 
the Gulf of California through the cities of Los Angeles 
and San Francisco — to a point in Mendocino Countv. 
Data gathered from the stations would be analyzed for 
conditions indicating the likelihood that an earthquake 
would occur. Another $1 million is authorized in the bill 
to set up the early warning system. 

Cranston noted that a smaller project similar to the 
program he advocates is being conducted by the USGC 
bas(»<l in Menlo Park, Calif. The USGS on March 22 pre¬ 
dicted an earthquake of 4.5 magnitude within the next 
six months in a rural area south of San Francisco. The 
location is near the town of Holister which straddles the 
San Andi’eas Fault. Four moderate shocks have occurred 
along this segment of the fault since December 1971, 
Cranston said. 

Cranston’s earthquake engineering bill would auth¬ 
orize $10 million annually over the next three years for 
construction research by the National Science Foundation. 

“With new construction in the U.S. proceeding at the 
rate of more than $70 billion a year, we are in urgent 
need of new building codes and advanced designs to heJp 
avoid collapses during quakes,” Cranston said. “We can 
minimize deaths and injuries with proper construction. 
With every passing day our knowledge lag in this area 
is contributing to the construction of more unsafe build¬ 
ings. bridges and dams.”

It would be difficult to document a denial that the 
nation faces a severe energy problem. It seems even more 
difficult to find a realistic solution that will please everyone. 

Pacific Gas and Electric Company has put the prob¬ 
lem into everyday perspective in an advertisement with 
the thought provoking title “You can no longer take for 
granted what you’ve always taken for granted.” 

Specifically, PG<S;E is referring to household electri¬ 
city. “Touch a switch and the electricity goes on,” the ad 
copy reads. “You do it every day without even thinking 
about it because electricity is always there.” And it will 
be there through 1979 in California because PG&E and 
Southern California Edison Co. and other electric utilities 
have in construction or planning stages sufficient new 
electric facilities to meet growing public needs and con¬ 
sumer demand through that period. 

If the continued planning is delayed or stopped by 
environmental protests, then brownouts and blackouts 
become a very real possibility; yes, probability.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by WUliam G. Sharp, county 
clerkof Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
cointy clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
^ statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July l, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued imder the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
did certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other ownera; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
thd name given in the articles of incorporation. 

Hie purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for br ingin g suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious namei 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
